We take pleasure in reporting to the people of Marlow 
that our schools have all been successful the past year; 
some of them with more than ordinary success, especially 
so all the schools in Division 4. Your committee have 
tried to engage only the best of teachers, and the result 
shows the wisdom of the plan. In the primary depart- 
ment, Division 4, winter term, Miss Grover was sick and 
closed her school; thereby the school lost two weeks 
of excellent work. At the fall term, Division 4, grammar 
grade, Fannie A. Merrill was employed for the remainder 
of the year. Her wonderful success in the primary depart- 
ment portended the best of results in the grammar grade; 
but after one week, on account of sickness, she resigned 
her position, much to the regret of your committee. Her 
place was filled by Miss Edmands with the best of results. 
Some new features were introduced into the schools in 
Division 4 with pleasing results.
